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These attending the meeting arrived at tha rendezvous in pairs shortly 
after 10:00 on the night of 26 April, taking care not te be odserved. 
At about 11230 rifles, revolvers, and hunting kuives were distributed, and 
each person waa instructed in the use of hig weapon and aasigned te a ; 
particular peeition in the event of an emergency, (There vere eight cases 
of ammunition on hand.) After this rehearaal, Srvelina Machel Gote, 

the only woman present, retired to the caretaker's house, and the men 
spent the night at the meeting place. 


3, The next day's mesting began in the morning and lasted until 8200 
o'¢lock in the ovening, Arruda Camara presiding. The firet part was 
devoted to an uninterripted, twenty-mlnute analysis of the agenda by 
each pereon, Aa a result of the general diseussion fellawing this part 
af the meeting, 1% was decided to take up the fellawing points in order: 


Pro-Peace Movement 
Movement te Repudiate the Atom Bomb 
The Syndical Tax 

Commemoration of May Day 
Metropolitan Syndical Conference

4, FPro-Peace Movement, This was conuidered te be the Poremest Commuaiat 
campaign in the world teday and the one with the best chance of sppeale 
ing te the magsesa, Ib will of necessity vary im each country necerding 
te conditions, but the basic points brought out by the meeting in 
Stockholm of the World Camnittee of Partisans of Peace must be fallewed 
by each. In Bragil, the problem ig simple, since the PCE uses frons 
ergenizations exclusively for the work. The FOR's goal ia te explet% 
the prestigs of as many non-Communist, prominent Brazilians as possible, 
auch as Oswalde Aranha, and toa obtain the signatures of a great number 
ef prominent people in suppert ef the movement.

fhe PCB musi sompletely control the peace movement, The Metropolitan 
Committee, as well aa the National Directorate, mast devote mere time and 
energy to thia ond, and all militaat Party mambers must work fanatically. 
Comministe, knowing that war is inevitable, mast prepare for it, but 
they must see to it that the democracies prepare for peace. The present 
front organizations in Brazil are unsatisfactory as they have not 
created the desired reanensea from the masses and therefore will be 
replaced by a new orgaulzation, the Frente da Pas (Peace Front), whieh 
will not Limit itself exclusively to words. Innemerable couferences 

ang public meetings will be arranged ta keep the problem before the 
people. The Brazilian wirkers will be taught to follow the example of 
the French workera whe cun paralyze all industry by striking in proteat 
againat war preparations. 


&. Movement to repudiate the atom bomb, The primery objective of the 
movement against the atom bomb is te convince the people that the 
“orth Americans possese this weapon in order ts demoralisze the masses 
and wage another world war. Secondartly it will disseminate propaganda 
showlng the Soviet Union ta be beneficent, The committee passed the 
following resalutions on this aubjact: 1) CGonnent the aton bem 


maremeni win the Fight ta prevent the natuio al wealth from failinue 
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into the hands of the imperialiate, The campaigns in senhection with 
petrolew, monnzite sande, the Hileta Amegonica, ebe., should de con- 
ducted as separats Catipalens, out ell mags emphasize the movement against 
capitalism and fer the USSR; 2) publicize caricatures of Presiden’ 
Datra playing inte the hands of imperialist politicians; 3) spread 
propaganda in every possible way depicting the terrors of the atom 

bomd; 4) obtain a minimum a? 4,000 signatures of prominent people on 

& petition repudiating the atom bomb; &) expose the activities of the 
Aneri can Embassy and its agentes who ave operating in the various states 
oF Avasil. 


The National Directarate waa eris’ictzed fer noy wecuring more cooperation 
. from the masses. Areelina Machel Gots criticised the Metropolitan 
Committees, aluo, for not giving the proper direction to thig work and 
demauded that 14 meat mora fraquently te make and execute plaus, 4 

wae decided te create eae new orgenien to be known aa the Gomigsae dae 
Massas to be comocsed of the secretaries of maasea ix each ef the Party 
nakts. 


Fhe Syndies) tax. the fight against the increase of the ayndical tax 

ie one with a popular appeal, which should o6 tied in with other related 
HOVenents such aes the demand for higher wages and shorter working hours, 
in this connection, the strike and slow-dewn should be rezorted te more 
often. it was decided that thia movement required the attention of the 
Secretaries of the masses, and until this phase of the Party organi am 

ha reorganized (sce above) little ecald be dong by the Metropolitan 
Committes other than te keep tha makter ender atody., 


Commemoration of Hay Day. Ovlng to the shor& time until May Day and ta 
anticipatad polize juterferepcs, it was decided te abandon planas far 
any Lerge public nestlings or demonatrations. Anetructions wera to be 
Given inatead for holding ae many “lightning meetings” as posalbla, 
especially in front of factoriea and business houses, and encourage 
the usual painting of walks ang distributing af propngands. 


Hetropolitan Syndieal Confersuce. A resolution was adopted directing 
the Commmists te launch & Propaganda campaien on 12 May in favor of 
the ayndical hovenent and, te further this, a Metropolitan Syndicat 
Conference waa to be established. The Party was te be cautioned nos te 
forget the importance of propaganda; for example, the CPAL Gonference 
in Montevideo waa nat gatisfactorily publicized. 


Diacusaion of the eyndicai Sax led ta a severa critician of Luotane 
Bacelar Coute, Propaganda Secretary of the Netropolitan Committee, hig 
was based largely on Coute's failure to organize a program properly 

and on his inability ts @ive instructions te the workers. Coutts defended 
himself, stating that be had established the proper erientation wi th 

the magssee. but that, owing to circunatances, 1% waa ixpossible te 
perform this work efficlentiy, 


Gritioa snd Aute Crities. Hear the clove of the meeting the work of 
4loisio Neiva Pilka, Secretary of the Macses of the Metropolitan 
Committes, was very severely criticized by Disgenesa da Arruda Camara. 
Salomao Tabak. and Benedito de Carvalbs. Nelva was accused of derveting 
too much time te bia personal affairs and ignoring the important task 
assigned him br the PCB, Heilva admitted bia lack of eomprehension of 
the vast program of the PGB and e18 inability te esordinate the various 
Commenist mavementa aa thes they condi he presented te DO Meweoe 
However, he criticiged the work of other Parby nenbers, accusing them 
of Jadifference to their work. After further artticiam of Metiva, the 
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latter suggested that the committec appoint another person to replace 
him as Secretary of the Masses, Arcelina Hochel Goto presented a 
resolution that the charges against Neiva should ba prepared by two 
members of the committee and considered within the next twenty days. 


Arcelina Mochel Goto upbraided two members of the committee who wera 
absent and called for strong disciplinary action againet them for 
placing personal affairs over Party matters.
